LONDON, April 5.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.]—Rioting broke out to- 
night in connection with the coal 
strike in Cowdenbeath in Fifeshfre, 
Scotland, according to a Central News 
dispatch from Dunfermline. 

The police attacked the strikers with 
batons, but the strikers hoisted the 
red flag and besieged the police sta- 
tion. The situation is assuming a cri- 
tical aspect, the dispatch says. 

The trouble arose when the strikers 
captured the undermanager of a mine, 
who refused to cease manning the 
pumps. The police responded to a call 
for aid and rescued the man, but the 
police were surrounded by the miners, 
whose forces had by this time been in- 
creased to thousands.

The stoppage of all coal mining in 
Great Britain is an accomplished fact

Fewer than 10.000 
voters obeyed the orders. 


Igoe and Smith Easy Victors. 

Under these conditions the election 
of two municipal officers was extreme- 
iy one sided, because of deals made by 
the Democrats with the city hall. City 
Clerk James T. Igoe, with no Repub- 
lican oppenent, won by about 90.000 
and Ald. Clayten F. Smith, aided by 
city ball scratching of Walter G. Da- 
vis, the Republican, won by approxi- 
mately 82,000. In this connection it 
was remarked that Harding carried 
Chicago by approximately 367,000. 

The net result of the aldermanic 
contests was pronounced a reduction, 
at least to some slight degree, of 
Mayor Thompson's control of the coun- 
cil. The defeat of Ald. James Dorney 
in the Twenty-fourth by Leo M 
Brieske, who avows himself a nonpar- 
tisan in the full sense of the word, 
cost the administration one “yes 
man.” 
Mayor Gains No New Strength. 

Mayor Thompson gained no strength 
elsewhere. Timothy A. Hogan, who 
was reélected without opposition in the 
Fourth, where the Thompson candidate 
had withdrawn, will wemain an anti. 
administration man. In the Seven- 


teenth Thomas P. Devereux replaces 


Ald. Stanley Adamkiewicz, a faithfui 
follower of the mayor, who now 
charges that he was “ double crossed.” 

Charles G. Hendricks, in the Twenty- 
sixth, replaces Ald. W. F. Lipps, who 
for some time has been “ going along”. 
with the city Mall. Aid. James F. Kev- 
arik, re@lected in the Twenty-ninth, is 
hostile to the ha!!. 

In the Thirteenth a contest is likely 
because here, as in many other wards 
where the novelty was dangerous, 4 
number of voters wrote in the name of 
Mayor Thompson as a candidate for 
his present office. The Horan organ!- 
zation contends that these ballots were 
as much invalidated as if the voter had 
inscribed the name of Mr. Thompson 
for the office of president. Most of 
these ballots also went for Shaffer. 

Had the result depended upon the 
women alone Horan would have been 
elected beyond a doulkt. His womaa 
vote totaled 4.016 and Shaffer's only 
3,747. But 6,278 men voted for Shaifer 


and only 5,798 for Horan.

‘Forwarders’ to Seek 
State Control. 


The state Supreme court decided yes- 
terday that section 15% of the banking 
law of 1919 is unconstitutional. That 
ection prohibited forwarders of money 
from operating, other than express, 
steamship, and telegraph companies. 
These were exempted by the law. 

There are fifty-four other individuals 
and concerns in Chicago which trans- 
mit money to foreign countries which 
joined in this suit, started by former 
Gov. Deneen. 

Mr. Deneen said last night that these 


fifty-four business concerns promised 
Judge Scanlan that they would ask 


ditor to join them in getting a law 
regulating their business. That prom- 
ise, the former governor said, will be 
carried out at once. 

“Qlder Business than Banking.” 

It was Mr. Deneen’s contention that 
his clients do not do a banking busi- 
néss, although banks transmit money. 
He contended that banks do other than 
a strictly banking business as real es- 
tate business, bond business, insurance 
business, and trust buiness. He as- 
serted that because the banks do an 
insurance business they cannot prohib- 
it others doing an insurance business. 
“We are in favor of regulation, not 
extermination,” said Mr. Deneen last 
night.

It is the first formal statement. of the 
position of the Harding administration 
on the mandate question, and its dis- 
patch comes as a natural confirmation 
of the recent authoritative pronounce- 
ment that the United States will insist 
on the recognition of the rights and 
interests of America in the territories 
and resources divided” 

The note is understood to deal spe- 
cifically with the stand of the United 
States on the island of Yap contro- 
versy. The position taken is that the 
United States never gave itg assent 
definitely or tacitly that Yap be in- 
cluded in the Japanese mandate over 
the Pacific islands, 

It has béen the contention of Japan 
‘that while President Wilson in one of 
the preliminary meetings at the Paris 
peace conference made a reservation 
regarding Yap, he failed to raise any 
protest at the final meeting when the 
Japanese mandate for the Pacifie is- 
lands, including Yap, was formally ap- 
proved. The Hughes note is under- 
stood to go farther than the Wilson 
notes and to state the American posi- 
tion in unmistakable terms.

WILL THE BUILDING 
TRADES BUILD? 


While the building trades in the Chicago district 
are completing their referendum vote upon the 
question of accepting a wage cut of 20 per cent to 
stimulate building, provide jobs where there are no 
jobs, and provide homes where there are no homes, 
we would like to call their attention to two items 
in the news. 

“If building costs come-down a reasonable de- 
gree I believe money can be found for building 
loans to any amount,” says Melvin A. Traylor, pres- 
ident of the First Trust and Savings bank. 

A 50 per cent reduction in the prices of building 
brick was announced by the Missouri Pressed Brick 
and Improvement company in St. Louis on Monday. 

Those two items will support a prophecy if the 
bullding trades assist. The cost of materials has 
decreased; not enough, but some. If demand in- 
creases, thus reducing overhead expense, these 
costs can come down still more. The cost of financ- 
ing building will also come down with the cost of 
construction. If-the trades unions do their part 
they, with the entire community, will profit.

‘not now fit for his grave responsibilities. 

Criticism of Mr. Daniels, where it was sincere, 
was not directed at him because he was a Democrat, 
and Mr. Denby will not be spared blame because he 
is a Republican. Mr. Denby’s duty is the naval 
defense of the nation, and so long as he permits the 
fleet to be divided as it now is he falls short of 


They come from admirals and flag 
officers who get independent commands and higher 
rank because the navy is broken up into separate 
parts. They are the politicians on both coastg whu 
think to please their constituencies by bringing 
ships to the coast, where they are a financial and 
social asset and a naval deficit. If such influences 
are to prevail let us have the ships distributed pro 
rata among all the ports. The lake ports might 


demand all the destroyers, since they can come 
through the canal.

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THE SIXTH YEAR MOLAR. 
HE sixth year molar is the first 
permanent tooth to break through 
the gums. Coming as it does 
toward the back of the mouth ata 

time when the other teeth are all of the 
temporary variety, it generally is re- 
garded as one of the milk teeth. The 
people who are on the lookout for the 
first permanent tooth have their thoughts 
focused on the front of the mouth. It 
i8 queer that the first permanent tooth 
should be a jaw tooth when all other be- 
ginnings of teething are in the front of 
the mouth. 


The consequence of all this is that the 
sixth year molar is neglected, as is a rule 
with temporary teeth, instead of being 
cared for as many permanent teeth are 
cared for. | 

The sixth year molar begins to form 
about five months before birth. At birth 
the top of the crown is calcified. At one 
year the entire grinding surface is cal- 
elfied. In this first year most of the 
severe illnesses of childhood occur. Is it 
any wonder that a large proportion of 
the first year molars are found to have 
faulty grinding surfaces? At 5 years of 
age the entire crown is finished and at 
6 the tooth erupts. 

In a study made by Dr. H. B. Butler 
of the Pfiiblic Health service of the first 
year molars of more than 6,000 children 
it was found that in one-seventh of the 
children 6 years old this tooth already 
had begun to decay. The largest per- 
centage of decaying sixth year molars 
was found in boys 10 years old and in 
girls 9 years old. At 11 years 9 per cent 
of the sixth year molars had@ been ex- 
tracted. More than one-half of the 
children 11 years old had one or more 
missing or decayed molars. The rate of 
onset of decay was less after that. It 
seemed that if the child could get beyond 
12 without a cavity In his molar he was 
able to keep it cleaner. 


‘Of 1,000 cavities in this molar almost 
900 were on the grinding surface. Over 
100 were located between this molar and 
the tooth in front of it. There were 
practically no cavities on any other sur- 
face. 

A part of the early decay of the sixth 
year molars is due to faulty develop- 
ment of the crowns. Perhaps the iMnesses 
of the first year of life are partly respon- 
sible for this. Perhaps faulty food is a 
factor. De. Butler thinks in order to 
correct the trouble treatment should be- 
gin with the pregnant mother. The 
mother should eat a properly balanced 
diet for the sake of her unborn child. 
Later the baby. should be shielded 
against severe illness. When old 
to take a mixed diet harder foods should 
be given than is the custom. 

The decay in the temporary teeth im- 
perils the sixth year molar. Therefore, 
care of the temporary teeth should be 
given from the beginning. They can be

cleaned with cloths or paper wrapped 
around the end of a finger. When the 
sixth year molar comes through it should 
be recognized as a permanent tooth and 
given the care accorded that set.

As to the older boy. I do not think he is 
eating too much. The 11 year old boy 


needs more than the 6 year old because he 


is heavier. Weight determines the food re-| 


quirement when the work factor is equal. As 
to the 4 year old, I do not know what to 
say, as no details are fyrnished. Spend 
some time and attention in’ training him to 
speak properly.

THE COST OF BAD ROADS. 

Ottawa, Ill., April 3.-[Editor of The 
Tribune.]—The cost of doing without 
good roads in Illinois unquestionably ag- 
gregates $16,500,000 annually. 

Bad roads are the cause of loss of vital 
transportation arteries due to the mud 
in communities which makes them only 
part time roads. 

Loss of utilization due to periodical re- 
pairs, and it costs about $100 per mile 
more to maintain a dirt road than a con- 
crete road. 

Loss in energy due to the higher trac- 
tive resistance, and it costs about $1.50 
per ton mile more to haul freight over a 
dirt road than a concrete road. 

Loss of business efficiency due to the 
fact that the roads are part of the equip- 
ment used for the transaction of busi- 
ness, and this loss amounts to about 25 
per cent for local merchants. 

Loss in farm efficiency due to being cut 
off from the large market centers by the 
poor conditian of the roads over which 
supplies myst move, and this loss 
amounts to about 68 per cent for our 
farmers. 

Loss in automobile values due to the 
increased operation and maintenance 
costs of machines on rough dirt roads. 

Loss in land values due to the deprecia- 
tion of property along poor rd@ads. 

Loss in educational opportunities for 
our children due to unserviceable roads. 

Loss in social activities due to the iso- 
lation of those who live in the rural dis- 
tricts with poor lines of communication. 

Summing up, it can readily be seen that 
the most costly item in the world is a 
bad road.

Onion Soup and Sauces. 


There are two ways of preparing 
onion for a cream soup. But if we 


nothing is better fors you when you 
are suffering from a cold than an onion 
cream soup, unless it be a potato and 
onion milk soup—we will not cook the 
onions in butter. We have some rea- 
son for saving digestive labor, and 
cooked butter is accredited with fur- 

nishing a difficult digestive task. We 
will then prepare the onions thus: 

Slice, or better, cut in small dice 
medium sized onions, and put them ‘*o 
cook in a small aluminum kettle with 
a closely fitting cover, allowing one 
tablespoon of water to each onion. Let 
this water come just to a boil then low- 
er heat to lowest point. Almost no odor 
will be noticed if the onions are then | 
cooked for twenty minutes. When the 
volatile element in an onion is wasted 
the soup may be almost without flavor. | 
If water was used and then poured off, 
more important elements would be 
wasted, because much of the virtue of 
an onion is soluble in water. 

For the milk foundation allow one 
teaspoon of taploca to each cup of 
milk, and stir the two over the fire 
until the milk has thickened, then add 
cooked onions and seasonings, and cook 
| the two together for five minutes at
